Burros Start Insulation 


On Way to Spark Plugs 


LOS ANGELES, June 21.—W)- 


From fnr up in the Inyo mountains of 
California pack burros start a little 
known mineral on its way to auto- 
mobile and aviation factories. 


It is andnlusite, used as insulating 


material in 'spark plugs, according to 
the United States Bureau of Mines. 


The largest known deposit of the 


mineral is in tlie White Mountains of 
Ihc Inyo range, 10,000 feet above sea 
level, hence the use of the burros. 


They bring the mineral down n 


steep trail four and a half miles long 
to the valley 6,000 feet below.

They saifl 
they might send me to the pen for 
100 years. 1 would rather die than do 
that: rather die than stay in jail one 
day," he cried as surgeons worked 
ovor him in the hospital. 


"Everybody knows I wouldn't hurt 


anybody for anything, I didn't run 
into them on purpose. I don't remem- 
ber any more about it than if I had 
been flying." 


Other prisoners in the jail said Bar- 


ham sat in his cell, which had been 
locked froln the run-around because 
of fights between Barhnm and n num- 
ber of the other prisoners, and at- 
tempted for fully 15 minutes to in- 
flict a deep cut in his wrist, 
but 


abandoned the effort after he found 
that the aspirin box which he was us- 
ing would not cut sufficiently. 


The prisoners said they left his 


cell door after it looked as if the man 
had given up the attempt to take his 
life, but were attracted a few minutes 
later by Barham's snout that he hnd 
found a razor blade. 


They said they pleaded with him for 


several minutes, but that 
the man 


.slowly and deliberately cut his arm in 
deep gashes, and in some places made 
a circular wound completely around 
his arm. 


The shouts of Ihc prisoners who had 


become terrified at the deliberate at- 
tempt of Barham to take his life, al- 
Inictcd officers and the man was found 
lying on the floor of the cell, sur- 
rounded by blood.
